The Federal Trade Commission (FTC) pays close attention to merchants and 
affiliate marketing practices. For affiliates, the FTC has a guide and recommen- 
dations regarding the best practices. For instance, affiliates should include 
#Ad, #EarnedCommission, or #SponsoredPost when posting affiliate links on 
social media sites. 
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
